The Taiwan Trials and the 
Congressional Resolution 


The Taiwan government has now completed the 
"public trials" of those linked directly to the murder 
of Chinese American journalist Henry Liu last year. 
The outcomes of, these trials have not been exactly 
Unexpected. 

Two separate trials，civilian and military， seemed 
to be staged.，Both were concluded with haste. Chen 
Chi-li and Wu Tun were Swiftly convicted in a 
district court and given life sentences for a _ crime that 
could _ easily have incurreQa death SentencesS. Simul- 
taneously, the top officials in the military intelllgence 
weie convicted in a martial court. The head of 
Taiwan'”s military intelligence，Vice Admiral Wang 
Hsi-ling，accused of taking part 了 in the murder plot， 
was likewise sentenced to 1life imprisonment for 3 
crime that normally calls for death penalty. His 
depnuties，who played active roles in the entire murder 
scheme and cover-up operations，were each given only 
two years and Six months of prlison Sentence. 

In spite of what appeared to be fair and open in 
the _ two courts，many questions remain Unanswered. 
We have been concerned that key witnesses were not 
called to testify，publicly known evidence excluded， 
cross-examinations lacking in meticulousness and the 
attorneys appointed by the Liu family were kept out 
of the_entire judicial proceedings without leglitimate 
reasons,， In short，the trials have accomplished 
precisely the oppoisite result: they did not remove 
persistent doubts both at home and abroad to: allow 
the Talwan Government to put the matter to Test. 

From the American standpoint，one of the key 


issues in the case has been the American will and 下 


ability to protect the rights of her citizens，The issue 
was Taised repeatedly by several Congressmen during 
the debate .on the resolution calling for the 
extradition of all those involved in the case， Judging 
from the lopsided vote，387 to 2，few CongresSsmen 
and Congresswomen believed that the trials in Taliwan 
would bring us close to the truth of the case. 

That the government of Taiwan is morally and 
legally responsible for the death of Henry Liu 1SnO

PREAMBLE， 


Recognizing that the two leading 
parties of China, the Chinese Com- 
munist Party (hereafter referred to 
as the CCP) and the Kuomintang 


(hereafter referred to as the KMT)， 
were both products of a particular 
period of Chinese history，when 
China lived under the constant 


“threat of being conquered by for- 


elign pPOwers; 

Remembering that such a threat 
Was best Symbolized by the signing 
of unequal treaties_ between China 
and the powers of the world; 

Realizing that the recent Signing 
of an agreement between China and 
Britain regarding HongKong marks 
the end of a historical era， and the 
beginning of a new one; 

Believing that the historical mis- 
Sion of driving away foreign invad- 
ers out of China has been Success- 
fully accomplished，and the man- 
date that we possessed has to be 
renewed by the people; 

UneCCEAandasthekIMT ecOITLE 
cerned with the best interest of 
China as a whole and being aware 
of the potential dangers of a divided 
country in a rapidly changing 
world，consider the time ripe for a 
deep soul searching and for taking 
appropriate actions. 


TI. BASIC PRINCIPLES 


Inheriting the long and glorious 
cultural tradition of China，the 
CCP.and the KMT believe that cer- 
tain basic principles have to be 
Imade clear at the very beginning. 


A. Political Philosophy， 

The CCP and the KMT believe 
that the Almighty Heaven, in creat- 
ing human beings，gave the latter 
the right to live and also the right to 
Seek happiness.， The right to _ live 


meant that they could do anything 
possible to satisfy their physio- 
logical needs, and the right to seek 
happiness meant that they could do 


anything possible to please 
themselves. They could also use any 
means available to _ defend them- 
Selves; if there were any restraints 
on them，the restraints came from 


the conscience implanted in them by 


Heaven; 


that, as population increased, the 
Procurement，Ppossession，and en- 
joyment of natural resources 
Showed strains，Contentions and 
fightings among people began，and 
astate of war ensued; 

that，in order to Stop ceaseless 
contentions and fightings，Owner- 
Ship of things had to be clearly 
defined,，and a _ government was Set 
up,， So Hsun-tzu argued, mainly for 
adjudicating Such cases _ between 
contending parties; 


that，ideally，as the_ Confucian 
philosophers pointed out, a govern- 
ment Should be headed by a sage， 
who is compassionate，wise， just， 
and faithful，He is compassionate 
because he can best understand the 
intentions of Heaven in creating 
human beings and the myriad 
things 一 to enable them to live. He 
is wise because he listens to the opi- 
nions of all kinds of people and he 
is able to mobilize human beings to 
tap the _ natural resources for the 
satisfaction of human needs. He is 
just because he can differentiate 
human beings in terms of status and 
Social rewards based upon their 
contributions to society. And he is 
faithful in that he does not change 
his judgments unpredictably; 


that, as both Confucian and Tao- 
ist philosophers insisted，the_ best 
government was one which gov- 
erned the least; 

that, as Han Fei keenly observed， 
Since Sages do not appear very 
often，the second best government 
would be one headed by an average 
ruler and ruled by law, and the law 
would treat everyone equally; 

that，in modern terms, the high- 
est Secular law Should be the Consti- 


Parties of 


tution，which should list all the 
rights people can enjoy in a civilized 
Society, and Should define the struc- 
ture, power, and the limits of power 
of a government; 

that，any government which is 
not Set up by following the Consti- 
tution ls not a_ legitimate govern- 
ment，and its- officials should be 
rightly viewed as not different from 
thieves Or robbers. As Mo-tsu wise- 
ly Said, an abnormal state is one in 
which people become lords by steal- 
ing a state and get killed by stealing 
asimple tool from a store. No such 

government Should exist in mod- 
ern China. 


B. Role of Government 

The CCP and the KMT are con- 
vinced that a_ government is a mere 
instrument which is organized by a 
group of people and is dedicated to 
the service of the whole nation: 

that a government can enjoy and 
exercise Only those Powers which 
are explicitly given to it and its 
employees by the Constitution: that 


.the enjoyment and exercise of any 


power not So given is a usurpation， 
and these powers Should be imme- 
diately taken away ; 

that any thinking that a govern- 
ment and its employees are Sacred 
and are therefore immune from law 
is completely misleading and should 
be _ immediately and forever dis- 
carded; 

that agovernment is composed of 


， two parts: the permanent cjvil Ser- 


vants and the policy-makers. The 
former are recruited by an indepen- 
dent state comission and their ten- 
ure is governed by law; and the lat- 
ter are chosen by the people at reg- 
ularly held elections through which 
the people exercise their Soverejgn- 
ty;

that the armed forces should be 
used to fight invaders from with- 
out; Should help people during na- 
tional emergency; and should obey 
only government officials and not 
any political party. 


C. Status of People. 

The CCP and the KMT further 
believe that, as the Book of History 
eminently stated two thousand 
years ago，the people serve as the 
eyes and ears of the Almighty Hea- 
ven; and their opinions，when col- 
lectively expressed，should be hon- 
ored by all government employees， 

that,， as Mencius Suggested, there 
are buds of moral judgement in ev- 
eryone when he is born，and these 
buds should be allowed to develop 
as Imuch as possible; 

that，as Hsun Tzu rightly ob- 
served，human beings _ are selfish . 
While it is desirable and possible for 
people to pursue moral refinement， 
nobody should attempt to eradicate 
human selfishness as a precondition 
for the establishment of a utopia; 
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House Urged to Deliver

INVESTIGATE 

Representative Norman 
Mineta, D-Santa Clara, Jim Leach， 
R-Iowa，and Stephen Solarz，D- 
New York，chairman of the House 
Subcommittee on Asian and Pacific 
Affairs，said they have formally 
asked the House Intelligence Com- 
mittee to _ investigate and determine 
whether the Taiwan government 
ordered Liu's death. 

A finding by Congress that 
Taiwan was involved in Liu's death 
Or has Systematically engaged in 
activities to _ intimidate critics of 
Taiwan's government here could 
leadto an end of US arms Shipments 
to 工 aiwan. 

“For a government which claimas 
to want close friendship with the 口 $， 
their [Taiwan's] behavior is curious. 
For a _ government who depends on 
the US for millions of dollars of 
arms，their behavior 1iS curious,” 


Mineta said. 
SUSPICION 


In an obvious direct reference to 
the trial and conviction of Chen Chi- 


li and Wu Tun，Representative 
Robert Matsui, D-Sacramento, Said， 
“AtrialinTaiwan,even one which ls 
conductedin afair and open manner， 
does not remove Suspicion.” 

Urging her colleagues to approve 
the solution, Representative Barbara 
Boxer， D-San “Francisco， said, 
“Why is what we do here today 
important to all Americans7 First of 
all， we have to take a stand against 
terrorism in ouUr Own country. I we 
do nothing, there is a chilling effect 
on all our citizens who could be the 
Victim of foreign terrorism，because 
they are exercising their rights of 
freedom of press， freedom of 
Spee ch，rights that we treasure here 
in our nation.” 

The other SF representative， 
CongressSwoman Sala Burton also 
Urged the passage of the resolution 
which she thought would “send a 
strong message to Taiwan that the 
UsS will nottolerate foreign nationals 
assassinating Americans.” 


PRESSURE 

“The involvement of Taiwanese 
Government officials in this cold- 
blooded crime makes it all the more 
outrageous. 工 am committed to 
continue to pressure the Iaiwan 
government and to ensure that ouUT 
own Justice Department actively 
pursues this case,”she said. 

During the debate，Rep. Leach 
toldthe Housethathe was impressed

Gotanda's Tjpe Dreama ofrKrta7zUra， 
first produced by the Asian 


American TIheatre Company in 
1982，is now enjoying its fourth 
production life, at the Theatre of the 
Open Eye in New York City. 

天 itamaMUra is a Stage piece whose 
fine choreogrpahy， Simple 
elegant set，and dreamlike mood， 
though engrossing, are not enough to 
carry it through an entire evening. 

The play begins promisingly as a 
stylized and complexinvestigation of 
the mysterious demons that haunt 
ourunease. Butby evening send, the 
play reveals itself as arather limited 
work, whose main reason for making 
it to the stage at this time appears to 
be its appeal as a “samurai Immurder 
mystery.” As an added lure，the 
noted sculptor Isamu Noguichi is 
listed as the plays “design 
constiltant” though the seb 
composed largely of Shoji Screens， 
does not seem- to requlre Imuch 
“consultation.” 

The plot concerns the troubled 
sleep of the warlord Rosanjin. His 
dreams are haunted by .the 
demonlike avenger whom he names 
Kitamura.Ihe hauntings are both 
imagined and real, forthe two realms 
dissolved into each other，thus 
leaving the audience constantly 
guessing as to which realm is before 
them at any given moment， The 


actionhas as its Source arobbery and . 


double mnurder that took place years 
earlier, to which Rosanjin is linked. 
Twohired samurais are employed to 
patrol the mansion grounds and to 
protectRosanjin, his wife Zuma, and 
daughter Otsu from the stalking 
presence. 和 itamura's terrifying 
creaturelineSSs is effectively 
conveyed by ahideous-looking mask 


that is every bit as striking as its ， 


name. (Though when broken down 
into its 天 anji equivalence， 
“Kitamura ”reveals to be nothing 
more frightful than “northern 
Village.”) 

What is Kitamura, and why is 让 
haunting the slightly mad and 
definitely obsessedRosanjin7 Unlike 
a conventional mystery， where 
converging elements build toward a 
suspenseful ending，most of the 
ansSwWers to 天 iia12U1a are kibitzed to 
the audience _ midway through. 
Although the ending does provide a 
twist， it lacks the force to jolt the 
audience into the delightful recog- 
nition ofhaving sat through amaster- 
fully crafted story. 

Nor does the plays love 
interest 一 between the reluctantly 
sequestered，lonely Otsu and the 
younger of her two Samurali 
protectors，Paolo 一 help to elevate 
the dramatic tension. Instead, their 
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romantic encounters， coming at 
predictably spaced intervals, seem to 
weaken the plays .structure. 
However， these Scenes are 3 
charming progression from hostility 
to tenderness, consummating finally 
in the production's most SenSsuous 
Scene， ”where lovemaking is 
Symbolically rendered with the 
ritualized peeling of fruit and the 
Sinewy entwinement of limbs. 

7jpe Drea1 or KIia1U1Q “is 
described in its press kit as a “total 
theatre piece,”a drama with original 
mnusic and dance that combines 
tragedy and myth， poetically 
realized， This is the theatrical 
combination that has long served the 
devotees of the Theatre of the Open 
Eye 一 atheatre founded 13 years ago 
by the acclaimed choreographer and 
director Jean Erdman and her 
husband Joseph Campbell. Erdman 
is the theatre's guiding artistic force， 
while Campbell is considered the 
world's foremost mythologist He is 
the author of a four-volume magnum 
opus on world mythologies， 了 7ZH7ze 
Masks ofrCcod. One ofthe volumes is 
devoted entirely to myths of the 
Orient，which helps to explain why

pressed to identify the drama?s 
central figure. Kitamura is the most 
convincing in this regard，until 让 
exits from oUr view. 

7Tjpe Dreamz or Kiiaazra is not 
only about a dream and told from a 
dreamlike perspective, but the result 
of one, forits imaginative Source was 
adream the playwright himselfhad a 
few years ago.
